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Module  7:  Parkland:  Many  Voices,  Many  Songs 


Overview 


In  Module  7  the  student  explores  the  Canadian  Shield  landform  and  then  travels  to  the  Parkland  Natural 
Region.  The  module  begins  with  the  twins  and  their  other  set  of  grandparents,  Grand-mere  Marie  and 
Grand-pere  Jonas,  exploring  the  Canadian  Shield.  They  learn  about  the  landform:  its  geography;  geology; 
natural  vegetation;  wildlife;  climate;  natural  resources;  and  its  unique  landscape  of  sand  dunes,  river  rapids, 
and  delta.  The  student,  along  with  the  twins,  gains  an  appreciation  of  the  remoteness  of  the  area.  The  student 
comes  to  understand  how  the  geography  has  determined  the  sparse  population  of  the  area. 

In  this  complex  module,  the  student  listens  to  stories  of  the  past  and  learns  of  the  great  changes  that  occurred 
as  new  groups  of  people  came  to  live  in  the  Fort  Chipewyan  area.  The  student  reads  stories  of  the  First  Peoples 
making  rounds  and  fur  traders  who  fought  each  other  for  the  right  to  trade  furs.  The  student  learns  why  the 
First  Peoples  and  the  Canadian  government  signed  Treaty  8  and  compare  those  reasons  with  the  reasons  for 
signing  Treaty  7.  The  student  hears  of  the  experiences  of  three  children  who  were  sent  to  residential  schools, 
and  why  some  of  them  forgot  their  language.  The  student  explores  the  confusing  times  when  some  priests, 
missionaries,  and  Sisters  dedicated  their  lives  to  helping  the  First  Peoples,  while  others  dismissed  their  beliefs 
as  superstitions. 

The  student  learns  of  the  creative  efforts  of  James  Evans  (who  designed  Cree  syllables)  and  Father  Grouard 
and  Sister  Dufault  (who  painted  a  mural  of  angels  with  a  paint  of  fish  oil,  cranberries,  and  blueberries).  The 
student  learns  about  a  Sister,  who  teaches  history  from  her  point  of  view,  and  a  priest,  who  stays  with  a  Dene 
family  so  he  can  understand  them  better.  The  twins  learn  why  their  French-Canadian  Grand-mere  calls  Fort 
Chipewyan  her  home  and  how  she  and  Grand-pere  have  adapted  to  a  new  way  of  life.  They  play  a  history 
version  of  Monopoly,  read  a  play,  and  weave  Fort  Chipewyan  history  into  two  paintings. 

The  adventure  continues  in  the  Parkland  Natural  Region,  where  the  family  travels  the  Buffalo  Trail.  The  twins 
trace  their  route  and  review  the  natural  regions  and  landforms  the  family  has  travelled  on  their  journey.  They 
study  the  geography,  wildlife,  vegetation,  and  soil  of  the  region,  and  the  effect  of  farming  and  agriculture  on  the 
environment.  They  talk  about  the  natural  resources  found  in  the  parkland  region  and  visit  a  salt  mine.  They 
learn  why  the  parkland  region  is  the  most  populated  region  of  Alberta  and  discuss  some  of  the  recreation  and 
tourism  opportunities  that  exist  there.

Field  Trips  and  Speakers 


Field  trips  and  speakers  can  enrich  the  student's  experience  and  help  reinforce  concepts.  This  module 
provides  several  opportunities  for  both. 

Recommended  field  trips  for  the  study  of  history  include  the  following: 

•  Visit,  or  take  a  virtual  journey,  to  Fort  Chipewyan,  Alberta's  oldest  settled  community.  Visit  the  following 
locations  on  your  trip: 

-  Tour  the  Bicentennial  Museum,  a  replica  of  a  Hudson's  Bay  Company  store. 

-  Walk  past  the  spot  where  the  Holy  Angels  Residential  School  (one  of  twenty-nine  Alberta  residential 
schools  built  to  house  First  Nations  students)  stood. 

-  Visit  The  Nativity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  whose  interior  was  designed  and  painted  by  Bishop 
Grouard  and  Sister  Dufault. 

-  Visit  St.  Paul's  Anglican  Mission,  the  second  of  two  historic  churches  in  Fort  Chipewyan  that 
celebrated  125  years  of  continuous  service  in  2005. 

-  With  permission,  arrange  to  visit  the  Mikisew  Reserve  near  Fort  Chipewyan. 

•  When  reviewing  stories  about  the  Woodlands  Peoples,  visit  a  local  museum,  such  as  the  Royal  Alberta 
Museum. 

•  Visit  a  local  art  gallery  that  specializes  in  art  by  First  Nations  artists. 
Recommended  field  trips  for  the  study  of  natural  resources  and  geography  include  the  following: 

•  the  Canadian  Shield  landform: 

-  Peace-Athabasca  Delta  and  neighbouring  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park 

-  Athabasca  Dune  Ecological  Reserve 

-  Lake  Athabasca 

•  the  Parkland  Natural  Region: 

-  salt  mine  in  Lindbergh 

-  Canadian  Fire  Museum  and  Discovery  Centre,  fire  etc.,  and  Lakeland  College  in  Vermilion 

-  Kalyna  Country  and  the  Lakeland  District 

-  Rumsey  Ecological  Reserve 

-  a  grain  farm,  a  mixed  farm,  or  a  cattle  or  dairy  farm 

-  Highway  41  (The  Buffalo  Trail),  including  stops  at  the  Battle  River  to  view  the  steep  river  banks 

-  downhill  skiing  at  the  ski  hill  north  of  Wainwright  or  at  Alliance 

-  a  natural  history  museum,  such  as  the  Royal  Alberta  Museum  in  Edmonton,  that  has  excellent 
dioramas  of  Alberta  wildlife 

If  opportunities  are  available,  listen  to  the  following  speakers  discuss  the  experiences  of  children  in  residential 
schools  and  the  impact  of  Christianity  on  the  beliefs  of  First  Peoples: 

•  First  Nations  Elders  (Ensure  that  proper  protocols  are  followed.) 

•  First  Nations  artists  or  storytellers 

•  speakers  from  the  Native  Friendship  Centre  or  another  community  resource  centre 

•  local  historical  society  members 

•  educators,  teachers,  or  professors  in  native  studies,  anthropology,  drama,  or  history  from  a  local 
school,  university,  or  college 
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Where  possible,  listen  to  the  following  speakers  discuss  landforms,  natural  regions,  climate,  soils,  vegetation, 
wildlife,  and  industries  covered  in  the  module: 

•  specialists  in  the  fields  of  environmental  management,  biology,  or  resource  management  in  the  federal 
and  provincial  governments,  private  agencies,  or  non-profit  environmental  organizations  (such  as  Ducks 
Unlimited,  the  Nature  Conservancy  of  Canada,  the  Alberta  Conservation  Association,  the  Alberta  Fish 
and  Game  Association,  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  Elk  Foundation) 

•  national  and  provincial  parks  employees 

•  geographers

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Chapter  11:  The  student  will  experiment  with  ways  to  make  ink  from  fish  oil  and  soot  and  paint  from 
blueberries,  cranberries,  and  fish  oil.  The  student  should  prepare  for  this  ahead  of  time  by  assembling  the 
following: 


•  fish  oil  capsules  (cod  liver  oil  or  other  fish  oil)  or  cooking  oil 

•  soot  (bits  of  charcoal  from  burned  logs  or  burned  matches)

Chapter  12:  The  student  will  create  a  collage  of  fish  that  fed  the  many  people  who  lived  at  Fort  Chipewyan 
through  the  centuries,  swimming  in  the  water  that  brought  them  there.  The  student  should  gather  the 
following  ahead  of  time:

Chapter  13:  The  student  will  create  a  painting  inspired  by  the  art  of  Jane  Ash  Poitras,  an  artist  who  was  born 
in  Fort  Chipewyan.  The  student  should  gather  the  following  ahead  of  time: 


•  a  sheet  of  watercolour  paper 

•  watercolour  paints  in  a  wide  range  of  colours 

•  blueberry  paint  (see  Chapter  1 1) 

•  cranberry  paint  (see  Chapter  1 1)

Chapter  Summaries 

Chapter  1:  The  Great  Canadian  Shield 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  introduces  the  student  to  the  Canadian  Shield  landform,  describing  its  location,  geography,  natural 
vegetation  regions,  and  geology. 

Instructional  Strategies 

As  the  student  studies  the  area  surrounding  Fort  Chipewyan  on  the  map  of  Alberta,  discuss  its  physical  features. 
Guide  the  student  to  realize  that  the  area  is  surrounded  by  a  great  deal  of  water — major  rivers  flow  into  Lake 
Athabasca  at  this  point  and  there  are  many  lakes,  including  two  of  the  largest  in  Alberta. 

Beyond  the  Story 

Encourage  the  student  to  find  out  more  about  petrified  wood,  the  Canadian  Shield,  and  the  Athabasca  Dune 
Ecological  Reserve  in  the  local  library  or  on  the  Internet.  Also  encourage  the  student  to  share  his  or  her  findings 
with  family  members.  Remind  the  student  to  enter  any  new  or  interesting  websites  in  his  or  her  Internet  Journal. 
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Chapter  2:  Weather  and  Wildlife 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  student  learns  about  the  climate  of  the  Canadian  Shield  and  researches  wildlife  found  in  this 
landform. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Review  the  climate  of  the  different  regions  and  landforms  in  Alberta.  Elicit  the  answer  "the  alpine  region"  to  the 
question  "Can  you  remember  which  region  has  the  coldest  summers?" 

Have  the  student  place  the  paper  with  the  39-cm  line  on  it  vertically  on  the  ground  to  show  how  much 
precipitation  there  is  in  one  year  in  the  Canadian  Shield. 

With  the  student,  discuss  the  kind  of  wildlife  that  might  be  found  in  the  Canadian  Shield.  As  your  student 
researches  wildlife  on  the  Internet,  remind  him  or  her  to  keep  a  record  of  the  URLs  visited  in  the  Internet  Journal. 

Assist  your  student  as  necessary  to  access  The  Canadian  Shield  Flash  Zone  at  http://www.abheritage.ca/ 
abnature/shield/flash.htm.  Here  they  will  learn  more  about  the  plants  and  animals  in  this  region. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  2  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7A. 

Beyond  the  Story 

Encourage  the  student  to  find  out  how  much  precipitation  your  area  gets  in  one  year  by  going  to  the  website 
given  in  the  Student  Module  Booklet.  Compare  the  amount  with  the  annual  precipitation  in  the  Canadian  Shield 
and  discuss  the  differences. 

In  the  second  Beyond  the  Story  activity,  have  the  student  research  fish,  reptiles,  and  amphibians  of  the  Canadian 
Shield.  Then  have  him  or  her  select  one  animal,  discuss  it  in  a  few  sentences,  and  draw  a  picture  of  it  to  share 
with  family  and  friends. 

Chapter  3:  A  Land  of  Wilderness  and  Rock 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  the  Canadian  Shield  and  its  natural  resources,  and  also  on  how  geography  and  natural 
resources  determine  the  establishment  of  communities. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Have  the  student  show  you  the  Canadian  Shield  on  the  road  map  of  Alberta.  Discuss  how  you  can  determine 
the  population  of  an  area  from  a  map.  (Match  the  population  symbols  of  communities  with  the  symbols  in  the 
legend.) 

Discuss  the  other  communities  that  exist  in  the  Canadian  Shield  (First  Nation  reserves)  by  comparing  the 
symbols  in  the  area  with  those  in  the  legend. 
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Today,  few  people  live  in  the  Canadian  Shield  in  Alberta  because  it's  inhospitable  and  difficult  to  live  there. 
With  the  student,  discuss  other  possible  reasons  why  few  people  live  in  the  Canadian  Shield. 

Discuss  reasons  why  the  area  may  not  be  suitable  for  agriculture,  including  the  cold,  short  growing  season; 
poor  soil;  and  being  too  rocky  and  sandy. 

Discuss  reasons  why  there  is  no  forestry  industry  and  few  tourists.  The  main  reason  is  that  there  are  no 
summer  roads  or  railways  into  the  Canadian  Shield  in  Alberta. 

Talk  about  the  reasons  why  most  Albertans  today  live  in  the  lower  third  of  the  province: 

•  Most  farmland  is  in  the  south,  where  people  originally  settled. 

•  The  weather  is  warmer. 

•  The  terrain  is  flat  and  allows  for  the  building  of  roads  and  railways. 

•  It  is  closer  to  trade  routes  with  the  United  States  and  the  Pacific. 

•  The  physical  features  are  more  hospitable  than  in  the  north. 

Have  the  student  interview  family  members,  asking  them  what  they  think. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  3  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7A. 

Chapter  4:  A  Day  at  the  Delta 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  is  about  the  Peace-Athabasca  Delta,  the  waterways  that  comprise  it,  and  its  importance  to  the 
ecology  of  the  region. 

Instructional  Strategies 

With  the  student,  look  at  a  map  of  the  western  hemisphere  in  the  atlas.  Have  the  student  look  for  Peru  and 
Surinam  in  the  index  and  then  locate  them  on  the  map.  Ask  the  student  to  calculate  the  total  distance  travelled 
by  birds  in  one  year.  (If  they  fly  6000  kilometres  one  way,  they  travel  12  000  kilometres  in  total.) 

Have  the  student  find  out  more  about  the  Peace-Athabasca  Delta.  Discuss  the  stresses  put  on  the  delta  by 
upstream  natural  resource  development. 

Beyond  the  Story 

Encourage  the  student  to  find  out  more  about  the  Ramsar  Convention,  migratory  flyways,  and  the  Peace  River 
dams. 

Chapter  5:  A  View  from  Above 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  focuses  on  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park,  the  Kazan  Upland  Region,  and  tourism  and  recreation  in 
the  Canadian  Shield. 
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Instructional  Strategies 


Have  the  student  locate  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  and  the  Peace-Athabasca  Delta  on  the  map  of  Alberta. 

Talk  about  Wood  Buffalo  National  Park  and  its  special  features.  Discuss  the  significance  of  having  this  area  as  a 
national  park  so  that  it  can  remain  undisturbed  and  protected. 

Discuss  activities  that  people  can  do  in  the  landform.  Encourage  the  student  to  think  about  summer  and 
winter  activities. 

Assist  the  student  as  necessary  to  find  the  river  that  flows  from  Fort  Chipewyan  to  Fort  Fitzgerald  on  his  or 
her  map  of  Alberta.  It  is  the  Slave  River. 

Have  the  student  listen  to  the  pelicans  audio  clip  in  the  Featured  Audio  at  http://www.abheritage.ca/ 
abnature  /shield  /shield  .htm. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  5  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7A. 

Beyond  the  Story 

The  student  may  be  interested  in  collecting  pictures  and  painting  a  scene  of  the  Canadian  Shield.  Allow 
time  for  the  student  to  do  this.  The  student  can  show  the  painting  and  talk  about  the  landform  with  family 
members. 

Chapter  6:  Where  Did  the  Words  Go? 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  how  and  why  the  names  of  Woodland  First  Nations  peoples  changed  as  newcomers  came 
to  their  lands;  the  immense  impact  of  Treaty  8  on  the  First  Peoples;  and  how  an  Elder,  called  Victoria,  had 
remembered  her  language  as  a  child  when  many  forgot  their  words  in  residential  school. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Chapters  6,  7,  and  8  all  deal  with  different  aspects  of  the  topic  of  residential  schools  and  the  impact  this 
practice  had  on  the  Aboriginal  peoples  of  Canada.  It  is  important  to  recognize  that  this  is  a  sensitive  and 
complex  issue  for  grade  4  students  to  comprehend.  Investigation  and  documentation  are  ongoing  between 
Aboriginal  groups,  the  Canadian  government,  church  organizations,  and  the  judicial  system.  Many  cases  are 
not  yet  fully  resolved.  As  a  facilitator  of  learning,  it  is  important  to  have  a  thorough  understanding  of  both 
the  historical  and  contemporary  circumstances  surrounding  this  issue.  At  the  time  of  this  writing,  some  good 
sources  of  information  exist  both  online  and  in  print  resources.  The  following  is  a  sampling  of  some  of  the 
better  Internet  resources  currently  available:

The  events  depicted  in  these  three  chapters  are  fictionalized  accounts  of  the  kinds  of  situations  that  existed  in 
many  residential  schools  throughout  Canada. 

Help  the  student  imagine  the  lives  of  the  First  Peoples  living  near  Fort  Chipewyan  as  they  fight  to  preserve 
their  language  as  wave  after  wave  of  newcomers  came  to  their  lands  and  treated  them  and  their  language  with 
indifference. 

With  the  student,  read  the  introductory  poems,  discuss  life  as  it  was  before  the  newcomers  came,  and  analyze 
how  the  newcomers  added  their  own  words  to  the  languages. 

As  the  student  reads  Victoria's  story,  discuss  her  feeling  of  loss  and  confusion  as  she  is  taken  to  residential 
school.  Finally,  discuss  her  courage  and  her  immense  determination  to  preserve  her  language  while  attending 
the  residential  school  far  from  her  beloved  family. 

Throughout  the  module,  challenge  the  student  to  compare  his  or  her  schooling  with  the  residential  school 
experience  of  children  about  the  student's  age.  Further  challenge  the  student  to  imagine  not  being  allowed  to 
speak  in  his  or  her  own  language  and  explore  what  would  happen  if  they  didn't  speak  it  for  a  number  of  years. 

Review  the  vocabulary  introduced  throughout  the  module  and,  whenever  possible,  incorporate  it  into 
conversations. 

Expect  the  student  to  complete  the  questions  independently  and  brainstorm  the  answers. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  6  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7A. 
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Chapter  7:  Memories  of  the  Land  Far  from  Home 


This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

With  Alex  and  Isabelle,  the  student  learns  about  the  life  of  the  Dene  through  a  letter  their  great-grandfather 
wrote  at  Holy  Angels  Residential  School.  They  discover  how  writing  the  letter  helped  him  cope  with  his 
loneliness  at  residential  school. 

Instructional  Strategies 

As  the  student  works  through  this  complex  chapter,  discuss  the  traditional  way  of  life  of  the  Dene  people  and 
encourage  the  student  to  pay  particular  attention  to  the  drawing  Great-grandfather  included  at  the  end  of 
the  letter.  Contrast  Great-grandfather's  dreams  for  the  time  when  he  would  leave  residential  school  with  the 
expectations  of  those  who  designed  the  schools  to  move  the  children  into  a  life  that  was  different  than  that  of 
their  parents. 

After  the  student  independently  completes  the  questions  at  the  end  of  the  chapter,  discuss  the  answers  to 
make  sure  they  understand. 

The  expressive  drawings  and  thoughtful  story  in  the  book  called  As  Long  as  the  Rivers  Flow,  by  Larry  Loyie, 
tells  the  story  of  a  boy  named  Lawrence,  and  the  events  that  occur  in  the  summer  before  he  goes  to  residential 
school.  If  at  all  possible,  read  this  story  with  the  student  and  discuss  it.  You  may  wish  to  read  the  story  over 
the  next  two  or  three  days. 

Chapter  8:  Dark  Days— Residential  Schools  and  Sanitariums 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  of  this  chapter  is  on  life  in  a  residential  school  and  the  friendship  between  two  boys  from  different 
First  Nations. 

Instructional  Objectives 

Encourage  the  student  to  view  life  at  the  residential  school  from  the  viewpoint  of  Sister,  Great-grandfather,  and 
Great-grandfather's  Cree  friend. 

Discuss  how  Sister  explains  events  in  history  and  why  Great-grandfather  disagrees  with  her.  Contrast  why 
Great-grandfather's  friend  challenges  Sister's  views  and  why  Great-grandfather  keeps  quiet  and  writes  his 
thoughts  in  a  letter. 

With  the  student,  discuss  reasons  why  Great-grandfather  changes  his  viewpoint  about  Sister  and  the  Cree 
people  as  he  learns  more  about  their  history.  Ask  the  student  to  think  about  how  his  or  her  understanding  of 
residential  schools  has  changed  over  the  last  three  chapters. 
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After  the  student  independently  completes  the  questions,  discuss  the  answers  to  make  sure  he  or  she 
understands  the  concepts. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  8  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  7A. 

Chapter  9:  Monopoly  Wasn't  Just  a  Game 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  40  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  focus  is  on  the  Company  of  Adventurers,  who  were  granted  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  fur-trading 
monopoly  through  their  friendship  with  the  King  of  England;  the  rivalry  between  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  and 
the  North  West  Company;  and  the  complex  reasons  why  the  Dene  and  other  First  Peoples  signed  Treaty  8. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Engage  the  student  in  the  story  through  the  playful  rivalry  of  Alex  and  Isabelle  as  they  race  through  300  years 
of  fur-trading  history.  With  the  student,  analyze  the  complex  events  that  compelled  the  First  Nations  peoples 
to  sign  Treaty  8,  and  compare  them  with  the  events  that  led  the  Siksika  and  other  First  Nations  to  sign  Treaty  7. 
With  the  student,  discuss  why  the  Canadian  government  wanted  each  of  the  treaties  to  be  signed. 

After  the  student  independently  completes  the  questions,  discuss  the  answers  to  make  sure  the  student 
understands  the  concepts.
